Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 05/24/2010 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive.

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In response to argument above, it is not persuasive because Horikiri reference 
disclose spring element 14 rendered stable as a fixed on the field core 4, because the 
spring made a force to the coil on up direction and the same time the bolt 1 1 pressed 
the spring through the coil bracket (9) and insulator collar (12) on down direction to 
made the spring coil on stable position or placed so as to be firm as shown in figure 3.
